Their ranks are not ex- 
clusive and each one of you as an 
individual may become a mediator 
or a transmitter or a machine 
through which objectively that in- 
spiration may flow in its exhaustless 
stream. It has been flowing since 
the dawn of time and will continue 
to flow throughout eternity from the 
same source, directed by man's in- 
dividual conception of the power to 
be of value, It may be constructive 
or destructive, according to the in- 
dividual’s usage of that infinite 
power, energy, force, or whatever 
form it takes within your individual 
consciousness.

Through the ages there has been 
handed down to man the idea that 
he was, by his own acts, privileged 
to control the condition or state of 
his soul in the life beyond this. 
However, these teachings have not 
always told man that he had the 
power to greatly hasten his own 
spiritual evolution. Indeed, the 
word Evolution has played little part 
in the teachings, since mostly these 
teachings have concerned themselves 
with just two states of the soul in 
the life beyond—heaven and hell— 
a good state, one of immortal bliss, 
or a bad state, one of endless misery. 
In either case, man’s soul had found 
its final destination. There was no 
more progress beyond the heaven, if 
one reached it. There was no escape 
if on the other hand hell was the 
destination. 

More than any single thing, this 
teaching has hindered man's spiritual 
Progress. It has caused more misery 
and despair than any teaching re- 
garding the hereafter that the world 
has ever known. In connection with 
this teaching there is just one truth, 
and that is that man by his own acts, 
in this life, determines his future 
State. Lift this single truth from the 
teachings and condemn the rest to the 
oblivion that its falseness deserves. 
. The lesson most needed by the 
majority of mankind today is the 
way in which he may hasten his 
Spiritual evolution. When man's 
mind begins to comprehend the sig- 
nificance of this truth and that he 
has the shaping of his own destiny, 
he soon becomes a changed individ- 
ual, and as individuals change, na- 
tions so a new order 


an offended God, his acts are never 
the same as they would be under 
the inspiration and the guidance of 
the spiritual spark within, speaking 
through the voice of intuition to his 
outer consciousness. 

Not only does this tell him whet 
to do, but it tells him in no uncertain 
terms what not to do, and man learns 
that he must stand before the bar of 
Justice, deep within himself, and be 
judged, here and now. His day of 
judgment is not in some dim and 
distant future before a God who shall 
either condemn him or reward him 
accordingly as his acts have been 
Eood or bad. No, his judgment comes 
swift and unerringly upon the heels 
of his actions, and all students soon 
learn that the greater their advance- 
ment, the swifter this Law of Justice 
moves in the realm of mind and 
soul, and the quicker comes the outer 
reactions to these inner judgments. 

The growth of man's mind has not 

been paralleled by spiritual or soul 
growth. Indeed, the alarming in 
crease in the tendency of people to 
put aside spiritual matters for the 
pursuit of intellectual things, gives 
cause for concern to those who are 
watchers and helpers from the In- 
visible Planes. Yet a quickening of 
spiritual perception may be made the 
means of intellectual growth, when 
both are properly understood «a: 
correlated. The sphere of mind and 
the realm of soul are so closely 
linked that only by the greatest 
power of discernment is it possible 
to separate the two. As man grows 
in intellectual development, there 
should be a corresponding growth in 
spiritual understanding. This does 
not always follow for the reason that 
man becomes proud of his intellectual 
accomplishments and is prone to 
relegate to the realm of fancy and 
superstition those things ordinarily 
termed Spiritual. But a man whose 
spiritual progress has been in keep- 
ing with his opportunities for growth, 
will always be found growing in in- 
tellectual strength. To preserve a 
Proper balance and correlation be- 
tween the two, spiritual and mental 
growth, becomes at once the supreme 
need and the prime duty of all. 
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The Secret of Hegel

"Great geniuses,” says Emerson, 
"have the shortest biographies.“ 
Hegel's biography is not long and his 
personality is overshadowed by his 
vast intellectual and spiritual achieve- 
ments. Seldom in the history of 
thought do we find such a compre- 
hensive synthesis of human knowl- 
edge as in the famous civilization- 
philosophy of Hegel. 

George William Frederic Hegel 
was a native of Stuttgart. He was a 
methodical student at 


; 8 bound to live, 
From his study of the Reformation 
and the eighteenth century Enlight- 
enment came his idea of freedom. 
The Greek solution of the problem 
of Individual freedom and social re- 
sponsibility by merging the interests 
of the individual In the claims of the 
state did not satisfy Hegel. It was 
not capable of universal application, 
being the happy result of the Greek 
character. Hegel's study of Chris- 
tianity and observation of modern 
thought suggested to him the new 
idea of Spirit as a dynamic unity in 
which negation and opposition are 
endured and reconciled. For spirit- 
ual growth involves a process of 
negation and self-denial. It is the 
attainment of higher self-realization 
through self-sacrifice and self-con- 
quest. He who loses his life shall 
find it,” is the paradox of spiritual 
evolution. In a spiritual sense man 
is never more great and more free 
than when he makes a simple grand 
purpose as firm to himself as iron 
necessity to others. Later Hegel at- 
tained a clearer Idea of spirit through 
a synthesis of the divergent systems 
of Schelling and Fichte. The idea 
of Spirit realizing itself in all the 


self, in which he was 


diverse forms of life and consci 
ness underlies his conception 1 8 
mie evolution. 


It is difficult to convey in a few 
words any idea of Hegel's master. 
piece the “‘Science of Logic.” Few 
works are more complex and pro- 
foundly conceived. For one who is 
innocent of any tincture of philoso- 
phy it is a vast dim wilderness of 
words in which he may flounder a 
long time without a single ray of 
light and understanding. The secret 
of Hegel’s thought cannot be won 
without prolonged study but we may 
get some idea of the significance of 
the problems treated in the “Science 
of Logic" by reference to the three 


attitudes of thought characteristic 


of the modern world. 
In the first attitude of thought and 


most elementary order of knowledge 


the mind sees only a world of separ- 
ate objects standing each by itself in 
the half light of the imagination. 
They are grouped into different 
classes according to how they affect 
the mind. Since the laws governing 
the actions of the elements of nature 
are not yet understood the mind 
reads its own undeveloped nature 
into natural phenomena and often 
personifies them. This is the stage 
of uncritical observation and opinion. 
At this level of thought a stone or 
piece of ice is accepted at its face 
value as a solid element existing in- 
dependently of everything else. 


In the second and higher level of 
knowledge, or attitude of thought. 
a piece of ice is not taken at its face 
value, Instead of a fixed object 
whose relations are unimportant it 
is seen as an organic form of being, 
a system of atoms of oxygen and 
hydrogen that cannot be really un- 
derstood apart from its relations to 
other systems in nature, In the 
second order of knowledge nature is 
very different from what it appears 
to the uneducated eye. It is univer- 
salized. The mind has learned to 
correct the first impressions of nature 
by means of the more or less un- 
picturable constructions of scientific 
thought. Having reached this second 
scientific order of knowledge man 


— — M 
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to set a world of thought 
inst the world of sense per- 
ception. This world of thought not 
only gives him dominion over natural 
forces but sustains his intellectual 
life. It is characteristic of the second 
attitude of thought to see everything 
as in relation to other things. De- 
pendence and relativity are controll- 
ing principles. The individual is seen 
in the light of the universal. 

In the third order of knowledge 
the world appears in still another 
aspect. We have ceased to view it 
in terms of molecules and forces, as 
a system of objects and forces in- 
terrelated and dependent upon cach 
other. It is now seen in its ideal 
unity as self-active Totality to which 
the categories of force, relativity and 
dependence cannot be applied be- 
cause this self-active Totality, or 
Absolute, is the origin of all forces 
and is self-related, self-dependent 
and Self-caused. In proceeding from 
the scientific plane of thought to 
Philosophy we pass from the plane 
of relativity, interdependence, cause 
and effect to the plane of self-rela- 
tion, self-dependence, and the Self-

‘Caused. Nature is now seen as an 
element in a wider spiritual Reality 
of which it isa manifestation. Hegel 


teaches us to see the world, the buzz- 
ing world of change in which light 
and darkness are so strangely mixed, 
as a process in the self-realization of 
the Absolute Idea. 
" In the light of this Absolute Idea 
the Science of Logic" undertakes to 
analyze the basic principles on which 
hese three orders of human knowl- 
edge must rest. It also undertakes 


to sh 


0 show how science is the truth of 
common sense because it includes 
and transcends its point of view; and 
Philosophy is the truth of science be- 
cause it is science and something more.

Everything 
that is, is the result of causes. This 
holds true of both the finite and the 
infinite. Non-existence is void but 
existence is effect of action and the 
motive behind the action is more im- 
portant than the action itself. 


Every day people, almost countless 
numbers, act, according to their in- 
dividual viewpoint, to that misnomer 
called "Chance". What they are 
really doing is jumping headlong into 
the maelstrom of unpremeditated ac- 
tions without thinking of whether 
the dice will turn up winning or los- 
ing, but hoping that they will win. 
With every cause, life forces are set 
into operation that bring about re- 
sults one way or another, sometime 
or another. A very important thing 
to remember is that all desires are 
causes, based, of course, on environ- 
ment, likes and dislikes, and other 
conditions of actions. Likewise, emo- 
tions are causes; study them that you 
may know their effect. Thoughts 
are also causes and should be directed 
into channels of investment that 
bring forth the eternal dividends— 
spiritual life. 


Every thing that happens is the 
result of law. Everything through- 
out the entire Universe manifesis 
according to law and that law is in- 
finite and inviolable, never bribed, 
nor persuaded to evade its course 
but always is enforced. Even un- 
forseen events are the results of vi- 
brations set in motion by causes of 
the past that have occurred at un- 
expected moments. Thus, one finully 
reaches the knowledge that Chance 
is just another name for Destiny, the 
law of fate, the Law of Cause and 
Effect.

THE FOURTH DIMENSION OF PSYCHIC POWER

17, 18, 19. "The height“ spoken of here is the extension of the 
etheríal self to aspire higher and higher to the comprehension of 
the fulness of God.

In order to develop this faculty of Extension, one must 
have Forgiveness (Christ) abiding in the seat of understanding 
(heart) by the power of Faith. ('The manifestation of things not 
seen.) Then one becomes rooted and grounded in Love—the 
surest foundation on which to build any Church or to develop any 
faculty of perception. 


This height can be quickened by hope and prayer. It aspires 
to unknown regions of power when one understands the “love of 
Christ", the power of forgiveness, which surpasses all knowledge. 


The first Dimension of the planes of Being is the Sym- 
pathetic Nervous System which acts and reacts in the physical 
plane. The Second Dimension is the Emotional Perceptive Sys- 
tem which vibrates through the Emotional Self. The Third 
Dimension is the Mental Perceptive System which includes the 
mental receptions of stimuli of the Seven Senses, seeing, hearing, 
feeling, tasting, smelling, reasoning, and intuition. The Fourth 
Dimension is the Spiritual Perceptive System which is the selfless 
perception of Truth, the Eternal Life of Being. All of these 
Dimensions may be cultivated into action of power by extending 
them beyond the limitations of self into the infinite Unknown. 
All Psychic Power is a form of Extension of the Four Dimensions 
of Being, not existence, but Eternal Being. 


The direction of extension is the Will, the energy used is 
the Life Energy which is Creative, and the source of its decision 
or of desire finds its motive in the Spiritual Self. Since the motive 
is more important than the action, we find that the motive of ali 
life is more important than the Laws which it created, and that 
those same Laws are dependent upon its source for strength. 
Hence life energy is the most important thing of all manifesta- 
tion—the motive for the action of life is the most important con- 
dition of the Unmanifest.
